Even in England the complete 
technical description of this infant 
of the Ford family is not available, 
but we can add a few items to the 
Sketchy outlines that have hitherto 
appeared here. The four-cylinder 
engine has a bore and stroke of 
2.23 by 3.64 inches. The British 
horse-power rating is 7.95, which 
lets it in over there with an annual 
tax of £8, a ferocious enough 
amount for so small a car, accord- 
ing to our American ideas. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the car is that its three-speed 
gear box has syncromesh. Nothing 
is said about free-wheeling, and 
presumably that is not included. 


The wheel base of this new Ford 
is ninety inches, and the-only model 


so far <lisclosed in pictures is a 
coach. The tread is _ forty-five 
inches. It is claimed that the in- 


terior has been so well arranged 


that four passengers are comfort- | 


ably carried. 


The spare wheel on this coach 


model is carried on a bracket fas- | 


tened to the center of the rear 
panel. Full-width bumpers are 
fitted front and rear. The radiator 
is entirely new, with a slight sweep 
downward and out. A grille is 
fitted over the radiator, and the 
Shell is painted to match the bon- 
net, with the exception of a bright 
beading. Deep doors are used, ex- | 
tending to the running boards.

If there is any 
mechanical defect that hitherto has 
been hidden, it comes readily to the 
surface, and by that time I know 
what the car is worth.” 

The used car department makes 
use of an unusually convenient type 
of mimeographed form letter to 
prospects, sending 5,000 copies out 
for the first month, and 
4,000 to 5,000 copies the second 
month, after which the letter is 
changed to another style of text. 
The way in which this letter is 
made up is decidedly different from 
the “mechanics” of the ordinary 
circular letter preparation. Here is 
the procedure: 

The firm subscribes to a service 
supplying a complete registration 
list for the territory, which is a 
different proposition from the regu- 
far daily registration list. Opposite 
the names on the complete list are 
the makes and models or years of 
production of the cars they now 
own. The used car manager thus 
knows, in each instance, just how 


old is the car whose owner will re- |

has its use in the letter 
will presently appear. 
have been bringing good results. 
The letter to be sent, according 


to the season or month, is prepared | 


in the office on the firm's station- 
ery, of course, and mimeographed to 
the required number of copies for 
the issue. The imitation 
thus produced is very close to the 
original in its appearance, even to 
the shading. Naturally, the spaces 
for the date and the name and ad- 
dress of the prospect and the “Dear 
Sir” or “Dear Madam,” whichever 
it is to be, are filled in on the type- 


writer. But there are two other 
spaces, these in the body of the 
letter, that also must be filled in by 


typing, for each letter. The first of 
these is immediately following the 
words stating the second paragraph 
which reads: “We have in our in- 
EE 6 Sans peat oe bans sae ” (to 
be filled in with the name of the 
make of car already owned by the 
prospect, when one is in stock). The 
second blank space to be filled by 
typing comes in the same para- 
graph, a little further on, where the 
ome ween? “EG oc ose s cess years | 
younger than yours,” and so on. 
In getting out the letter a sales- 
man reads from his list to the 
office stenographer or typist, who 
“punches in” the name, address, 
superscription and the two forego- 
ing descriptions. This process is 
rapidly completed, and the letters 
are signed, placed in their envelopes 
and mailed preferably to persons 
whose present car is two years old, 
as it is figured these are apt to be 
in the majority as good prospects.

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Is There a Limit? 


S there any limit to which lawmakers will not go in levying 
taxes on motor vehicles and their operation? At the 
present time there certainly seems to be no extreme to which 
Federal, state and municipal lawmongers will not attempt to 
go, at any rate. 

In one recent issue of Automotive Daily News we found 
two news items which are.indicative of the reckless disregard 
of ordinary decency that seems to hold our lawmakers in 
piling up taxes on motor vehicles. . 

One of these items recorded the fact that the chairman 
of the Georgia State Revenue Commission had decreed that 
all automobiles which were licensed in 1931 must be equipped 
with 1932 tags by February 1, regardless of whether they 
were in operation or not. This ruling, if it is sustained, 
would be a serious menace to used car dealers and to new 
car dealers with a considerable stock of used units on hand. 
These merchants would have to lay out a considerable sum 
of money for tags without being sure that the cars would be 
sold within a reasonable time. 

~~... The second item to which we referred above noted the 
fact that the town of Harlan, Ky., had enacted a law where- 
by any truck hauling goods into that city must pay a yearly 
tax of $25 per ton, presumably on its rated capacity. If the 
truck is one of a fleet, the first vehicle pays $25 per ton and 
the others $15 er ton. The town of Pineville already has such 
an ordinance, and other places round about are likely to 
adopt similar measures. Such action would practically wipe 
out of existence truck fleets, contract haulers and similar 
transportation mediums. 

This is an extremely serious matter. Unless the courts 
declare such laws unconstitutional, cities and towns may 
begin this habit of taxing motor vehicles, unti] freight 
transport is driven off the highways. 

In the meanwhile, as told in a recent issue of this news- 
paper, Kentucky truck owners are fighting an extremely 
hostile state law, which is now in the Legislature. H. C. 
Kelting, secretary of the Kentucky Motor Truck Club, re- 
cently remarked that “Owners of trucks in Kentucky are 
fighting for existence.” Mr. Kelting did not overstate the 
case one iota. 
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OME days ago we were afforded the opportunity of a 
leisurely chat with the head of a great automotive 
manufacturing organization. This executive is one of the 
outstanding figures in the industry, and his views of the 
lessons learned during the great depression are extremely 
interesting. 

“We thought in 1929 that we knew quite a bit about 
manufacturing automobiles,” said this executive, “but today 
we know that we had a powerful lot to learn. We thought 
our plants were efficient to the last degree. Today we know 
that they were nothing of the sort. 

“Back in 1929 we thought that production was the 
final factor in setting prices. Then along came the de- 
pression, and the demand for cars began to shrink. We 
saw the margins of profit on our production bases melt 
away. Finally, we realized that we had to find other ways 
of showing a profit than simply by increasing the number 
of units turned out. 

“In our own plant, we began the struggle to make up 
by efficient operation what it was evident we were going 
to lose in volume. I know that every other plant in the 
country had the same problem. After two years of it, we 
know in our factory that back in 1929 we were simply 
running wild. We can show a profit today on an output 
that we would have laughed at three years ago. 

“Whatever else the depression has done to us, and 
heaven knows it has been plenty in worry and gray hairs, 
it has left us better manufacturers than we ever would 
have been if the old, care-free days had continued.” 

It took men to learn this lesson from adversity, but 
the automotive industry has proved its right to exist by the 
improved products it is showing in 1932 on a volume that 

would have been considered impossible three years ago.

Develops New Twin Axle 





The Furman Trailer Company, 
Canton, O., has perfected a new 
type of twin axle for truck and 
trailer use. Two full elliptic springs 
are mounted on this axle, one above 
and the other below the axle and 


between the dual wheels. This con- 
struction is designed to allow both 
wheels on each individual axle to 
rotate freely, and, if desired, to 
brake with both wheels. 

This design is intended to allow 
the tires to conform to road in- 
equalities, regardless of whether the 
road is crowned or dished, thereby 
to give the same amount of weight 
on each tire and increase tire life. 

In the new twin axle design there 
are very wide spring centers. In a 
trailer with a width of eight feet 
outside we have a spring center of 


60 inches, where, with the old type 
of construction, not more than 38 
inches could be obtained and keep 
within the maximum width of eight 
feet with 10.50 dual tires. 

This wide spring center is de- 


signed to eliminate practically all 
side sway from top-heavy loads, 
thereby preventing undue side wall 
pressure on tires that cause so many 
blowouts of tires on the old type of 
one-piece axle. 

The draw-bar pull on trailers 
having the new type twin axle is at 
least 20 per cent. less than the old 
type, and at all times a trailer of 
this type of construction will track 
with the tractor regardless of how 
the load is distributed or the con- 
ditions of the road, and at no.time 
will tires be scuffed when making 
turns or jackknifing, it is claimed.

N. J. BILLS WOULD 
REGULATE TRUCKS, 
TRAILERS, TAXIS 


Trenton, N, J., Feb. 11.—Measures 
to provide regulation of trucks used 
by common carriers and private con- 
cerns in New Jersey have been pre- 
sented to the Legislature. 

Senator Jayne of Ocean intro- 
duced bills which would place com- | 
mercial trucks under jurisdiction of | 
the Public Utilities Commission. 

Common carriers would be re- 
quired to show necessity for use of 
trucks on specified routes, maintain 
them in safe operating condition 
and post adequate liability insur- 
ance. 

Schedules of rates would be fixed 
by the commission for private con- 
cerns operating trucks. 

Another bill would amend the mo- 
tor vehicle act by defining “semi- 
trailer” as a two-wheel vehicle 
which may be permanently attached 
to the towing vehicle. 

A bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Slaughter, makes it unlawful 
for the operator of any motor vehi- 
cle carrier to remain on duty for a 
longer - than eight consecutive 

hours to provide a new schedule of 
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registration for commercial motor 
vehicles, 

Representative McCarthy would 
revise the fees for magistrates of 
;motor vehicle cases similar to the 
rate in other cases and provide for 

payments of costs by the county as 
& ‘ether criminal cases. 

Another bill would include taxi 
cabs under the jurisdiction of the 
Public Utilities Commission. 

Representative Brannagan’s bill 
provides that no insurance company 
shall issue motor vehicle liability 
insurance policies until after the ap- 
proval of the commissioner of bank- 
ing and insurance. To regulate fur- 
ther the premium rate and schedule 
paid by insurance companies.
